In 
the foilowiug Spring he emigrated to 
Howard Co., Missouri, and after a four 
years residence, in 1870, he went, in 
company with his brother Jerome, by 
wagon to Erath county Texas. Mr Tins- 
ley was elected and served as Sheriff
